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PREFACE 


Early in the 1950s, when the CNS project was planned, I was given responsibi- 
lity for studying and publishing the Byzantine and Scandinavian coins from 
the Viking period found in Sweden. A number of the Byzantine coins have 
been described in previous CNS-volumes, but as the interest in Byzantine stu- 
dies has been increasing in recent years, not least in Sweden, a separate publi- 
cation of Byzantine coins found in Sweden seemed justified. The intention is 
to cover the whole period from Justin II to the end of the 11th century, as a 
continuation of Joan Fagerlie’s work on Late Roman and Byzantine solidi. 

Byzantine coins found in Sweden from Justin II onwards may be of particu- 
lar interest in three respects: the finds of folles in Middle and Northern Swe- 
den; the large number of Constantine VII, Nicephorus II, John I and Basil II 
miliaresia, mainly from Gotlandic hoards; and the find of more than a hund- 
red miliaresia of Constantine IX, from Ocksarve, Hemse, Gotland. 

The division amongst the three authors is mainly as follows: catalogue of 
genuine coins, identification of dies, indexes and plates, Inger Hammarberg; 
catalogue of finds and maps, Torun Zachrisson; planning, introduction, tab- 
les, and catalogue of imitations, Brita Malmer, but there are many overlaps. A 
first identification of dies in the Ocksarve hoard was made by the late Beatrice 
Ringborg in the early 80s. 

The heads and staffs in coin cabinets and other collections as well as private 
collectors and other contributors are thanked for their generous help. Particu- 
lar thanks are due to Ulla Westermark, The Royal Coin Cabinet, Stockholm, 
for identifying early copper coins and for checking parts of the catalogues. 
Kenneth Jonsson and Gert Rispling have contributed valuable information, 
especially in the catalogue of finds. Peter Sawyer, Alingsds, has kindly 
checked the English. Most of the photographs have been taken by Gabriel 
Hildebrand and Gunnel Jansson, ATA, Stockholm. Printing and other costs 
have been covered by generous grants from the Gunnar Ekstrém foundation.

1. INTRODUCTION 


1.1. Coins 


1.1.1. General data 


Number of coins 


The number of Byzantine coins registered as found in Sweden 
is 635, starting with Justin IT (565-578) and ending with Nice- 
phorus III (1078-1081), table of rulers, 7.1. In addition there 
are 68 imitations. The number of archival coins is 100 (92 ge- 
nuine and 8 imitations), which means that 543 genuine coins 
and 60 imitations are available for close study. 


Chronological distribution 


Joan Fagerlie dealt with 702 solidi from Honorius (395-423) 
to Justinian I (527-565) found in Sweden. During the reign of 
Justinian I the solidi stream was rapidly decreasing (Fagerlie 
1967, 108). The sole solidus of Phocas (602-610), no. 3 below, 
might be considered as a last offshoot of the solidi stream of 
the fifth and sixth centuries. 

The distribution of Byzantine coins by emperors and deno- 
minations, is shown in the table of rulers (7.1). After Herac- 
lius (610-641) there is a break of 200 years. With Theophilus 
(829-842) a very sparse stream of Byzantine coins starts: only 
15 specimens, silver and copper, have been noted in the 
course of more than 100 years. In the period 945-959, during 
the joint reign of Constantine VII and Romanus II, the pic- 
ture changes dramatically. No less than 410 (possibly c.445 if 
nos. 433-467 are considered) miliaresia are registered for a 
period of only 45 years (945-989). At least 229 of them were 
struck during c. 12 years in the beginning of the reign of Basil 
II (977-989). After 989 the stream of Byzantine coins once 
again sinks to a minimum but with one remarkable exception, 
111 miliaresia struck for Constantine IX (1042-1055), all ex- 
cept one belonging to Find 88, Ocksarve, Hemse, Gotland. 

Recent investigations have increased the number of milia- 
resia in the Ocksarve find from 49 (G 7a) + 48 (G 7b), total 
97, to 58 (G 7a) + 50 (G 7b) + 2 (unidentified), total 110. 


Consequently the miliaresia in question seem not to have ori- 
ginally formed a single payment of one hundred miliaresia in 
proportions of exactly half and half as suggested by Grierson 
(1973, 736-7). 


Denominations and types 


The stream of Byzantine coins of the fourth and fifth centu- 
ries consists of only one denomination, the solidus. The later 
stream is, similarly, dominated by the miliaresion. In the 
table of rulers (7.1) there are only 4 solidi and 23 folles or ot- 
her copper denominations in comparison with 584 miliaresia 
or other silver denominations. The possibility that the copper 
coins may be underrepresented as, until recently, they were 
considered less interesting does not influence the general pic- 
ture (cf. Talvio 1982; Westermark and Wiséhn 1983). 

Accepting Grierson’s monograph of 1973 as standard it ap- 
pears that the Byzantine coins found in Sweden are not repre- 
sentative of the Byzantine mint output in respect of either de- 
nominations or types. The rich variation of the solidus/no- 
misma is not reflected except for nos. 3, and 474-476. The 
same is true for the copper coinage. The Byzantine miliare- 
sion on the other hand is in some respects very well represen- 
ted in the Swedish finds. All types from the period 949-1025 
except Grierson Basil II, 19, and all variants except Basil II, 
18c and 18e, appear in the finds. Moreover, the Swedish finds 
contain three new Basil II variants, nos. 380, 381, 420. The 
number of varieties is consequently increased from 12 to 15 
in a period of only 12 years (977-989), which casts doubt on 
Grierson’s suggestion that they possibly indicate dates, and 
were changed annually (1973, 611 and 1982, 201). 


Imitations 


The number of imitations is high, 68 or 9.7 % in a total of 703 
coins. Byzantine imitations found in Sweden were published 
in 1981 together with those found in other Scandinavian 
countries (Malmer 1981). In the present volume the imita- 
tions are divided into three parts: direct imitations, derivative 
imitations and imitative Byzantine/Anglo-Saxon mules (cf.

Kluge 1987). Direct imitations comprise only one type, Basil 
II, with facing busts of Basil and his brother Constantine. De- 
rivative imitations consist of elements from a number of mi- 
liaresia: Constantine VI, John I and Basil II (cf. Hovén and 
Malmer 1980). The mules are heterogeneous. A very fine Ba- 
sil II-imitation (no.1052) varies with rough derivative imita- 
tions (nos. 1046-1048). The Anglo-Saxon element in the mu- 
les is mainly derived from the Long Cross type (nos. 1049- 
1056) but Helmet (nos.1057-1058), Pointed Helmet and/or 
Short Cross (no.1059) are also involved (cf. Dolley and Jons- 
son 1981, 118). 

A number of imitations, nos. 1005-13, 1013a, 1041, 1049- 
51, 1051a, 1052, 1057-58, are connected to the early Sigtuna 
coinage c. 995-1005, partly by die-links (Malmer 1989). In 
some cases the mint cannot be identified, but some may have 
a Danish origin (Malmer 1981), 


Identical dies 


Owing to the uniformity of the dies combined with the bad 
condition of many coins a complete die-study of all the milia- 
resia described in the catalogue of coins, a very hard and time- 
consuming task, had to be given up. The identification of dies 
has been limited to two groups of miliaresia: the smaller va- 
riants of Basil IT (81 coins), and the miliaresia of Constantine 
IX (108 coins). However, the dies of all the imitations have 
been identified. There are 19 obverse dies (A-Q) and 27 re- 
verse dies (1-27). 

Basil IT (976-1025). The dies of the following variants have 
been carefully studied: G 17c, d, e, f, g, the new die-combina- 
tion 17 a/b, G 18a, b, d, and G 20a, that is 81 coins. The av- 
erage ratio of identical dies, ID, is high. No fewer than 22 
coins share at least one die with at least one other coin, which 
gives a ratio of 3.7:1 or 27 %. This figure can be compared 
with the average ID-ratio of solidi from the period 395-565 
(Fagerlie 1967, 113) which is 6:1 or 17 % . But it should be 
noted that the ID-ratio is not the same for all types or variants 
of either solidi or miliaresia.

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There are six die-links but no die-chains. 

Constantine IX (1042-1055). Grierson distinguishes only 
one type of miliaresion, G7, and only two variants: large mo- 
dule (G 7a), and small module (G 7b). 

The large module is represented by 58 coins of which 23 
share at least one die with at least one other coin. This means 
an ID-ratio of 2.5:1 or 40 %. There are 6 die-links and one 
die-chain (involving 4 dies, coins nos. 492-495). 

The small module is represented by 50 coins. The ID-ratio 
is 2.0:1 or 50 %. There are 9 die-links but no die-chain. 

Imitations. The ID-ratio of the imitations is very high: 
1.2:1 or 85 %. There are one die-chain (dies H, I, J, 8, 9, 10, 
11) and three die-links (dies E, 5, 25, F, 6, 26, and S, 19, 20, 21 
respectively). Dies F, 6, and 26 are part of one of the central 
Sigtuna-chains, chain 10, with a total of 43 dies (Malmer 
1989). 


1.1.2. Individual data 


Primary individual data 


Weight, clipping and diameter. The weights of six major 
groups of miliaresia are shown in figs. 1.1-6. The miliaresion, 
created by Leo III in 720, increased in weight under Basil I 
(867-886) to c. 3.0 g., a weight standard which was maintained 
as late as the reign of Constantine IX in the middle of the 11th 
century (Grierson 1973, 65), although there are some excep- 
tions. Many coins are clipped, especially during Basil II, but 
also during John I. The phenomenon of clipped Byzantine 
miliaresia has been variously interpreted: the clipping was 
done either before (Hendy 1985, 318) or after (Grierson 
1973, 610) the coins were put into circulation. 

Figs. 1.1-6 present the weight standard of Byzantine milia- 
resia on the basis of 217 whole coins found in Sweden. The 
range of clipping can be seen from the plates and is reflected 
in the figures. In fig.1.1 (Constantine VII) and figs. 1.5-6 
(Constantine IX) practically all coins are unclipped. In those 
figures the peaks are just below 3.0 g. Figs.1.2 and 1.4, on the 
other hand, have no distinct peaks and fig. 1.3 (Basil II, type 
Grierson 17a where nearly all coins are clipped) has two 
peaks. The weights of the six groups are as follows.

A kind of intermediate weight standard of 2.60-2.50 g, con- 
nected with the clipping, is apparent from the figures. The 
phenomenon of clipped Byzantine miliaresia has obviously 
nothing to do with the secondary treatment of foreign coins 
inside Scandinavia. 

Two whole miliaresia (without loops), both belonging to 
Basil II, Class II B (Grierson 18), have a very high weight, 
4.35 g (no. 393) and 3.60 g (no. 412). 

The diameter corresponds more or less to the weight and 
the clipping. A few examples:

Two coins, nos.387-388, are very heavily clipped, down to 
14.0 and 15.5 mm respectively. 

Die axis. The normal die axis of Byzantine coins is suppo- 
sed to be 180° (Morrisson 1970, 9). During the period Con- 
stantine VII - Constantine IX there are certain variations in 
the die axis of the miliaresion.

Most miliaresia of Constantine VII have axis 0° and most 
miliaresia of Constantine [IX have axis 180°. From Nicephorus 
II to Basil II, that is a coinage-period of about 25 years, the 
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die axis varies. The variation of the die axis corresponds more 
or less to the variation of weight caused by clipping. Both 
phenomena reveal some kind of instability in the mint of 
Constantinople where nearly all the Byzantine coins found in 
Sweden were struck. 


Secondary individual data 


Cut and fragmentary coins. Except for the phenomenon of 
clipping, which must be regarded as an internal Byzantine af- 
fair, a number of miliaresia are cut. The percentage of cutting 
is as follows:

Remarkably few miliaresia of Basil II, type G 17, only 7 %, 
are cut into pieces, a fact which might have some connection 
with the phenomenon of clipping. As for the size of cut milia- 
resia, two categories are predominant, 3/4 or larger, and 1/2. 
Small fragments, 1/6 or less, are very rare. 

Cracked and bent coins. Graffiti incisions. Cracks, going 
through the coins, appear in only c. 5 % of the miliaresia, pro- 
bably owing to their thickness. The miliaresia of Constantine 
IX, large module, are exceptions; nearly 1/3 of these large, 
concave and relatively thin coins have cracks (probably partly 
caused by corrosion). 

In the catalogue of coins bending is noted according to a 
fourfold scale: 0, 1, 2, 3. The highest degree of bending, 3, 
occurs as follows: Constantine VII 27 %, John I 21 %, Basil 
II, type G 17, 27 % Basil II type G 18, 25 %, Constantine IX, 
large module 5 %, and small module, 2 %. A number of bent 
milidresia seem to have been flattened, cf. section 2.1. 

There are a few graffiti incisions where the motive, usually 
across, is clearly distinguishable, as nos. 16, 25, 79, 428, plate 
37b. Most graffiti incisions, of which some 30 are noted in the 
catalogue of coins, column 5, seem like scratching. 

Nicks, notches, and pecks. Nicks are a type of incision that 
is fairly common on Islamic coins, especially in the ninth cen- 
tury, fig. 1.7 (cf. CNS 1.1., XXIII:16, 1.4., XIX:11) . Nicks 
appear on a few Byzantine coins from early finds (nos.10, 15, 
19). 

Another type of incision is called a notch (Linder Welin 
1956, 151, CNS 1.1., XXII). Notches are a special kind of 
peck in the edge, fig. 1.8. In the catalogue of coins pecks in

the edge as well as pecks on the obverse and reverse are not 
differentiated. Pecks in the edge or notches are common on 
Islamic and Byzantine coins in the tenth century, while pecks 
on the obverse and reverse are rare. On the other hand, pecks 
on obverses and reverses — and sometimes in the edge — occur 
frequently on German and English coins in finds from the ele- 
venth century, fig. 1.9. Accordingly, the Byzantine miliaresia 
have an intermediate position in respect of pecks and not- 
ches, between Islamic and West European coins, which ma- 
kes it difficult to compare the frequency of pecking on them 
with the corresponding phenomena on German and English 
coins (Malmer 1981a). A few examples from early finds illust- 
rate the problem. 

In Gotlandic hoards with t.p.q. up to and including 991 
there are 94 miliaresia of which 62 are available for study, and 
14 of them are fragments. When a figure is given in column 5 
of the catalogue of coins for a fragment, the pecking is nearly 
always on the broken or cut edge of the fragment, for instance 
nos. 80, 85, 91, 121. Fragment no. 126 has 16 pecks on the 
three cut edges, and 4 pecks or notches in the remaining 
round edge of the coin, but no pecks on the obverse or re- 
verse. 

About half the whole miliaresia in those early finds have 
no incisions at all, which corresponds to the pattern of Ger- 
man and English coins where pecks are rare in finds from the 
990’s (Malmer 1981a). As to the other half of whole miliaresia 
in early finds most figures in column 5 refer to pecks or not- 
ches in the edge (cf. Islamic coins). In finds from the eleventh 
century pecking on the obverse/reverse of Byzantine miliare- 
sia increase, e.g. Find 53, t.p.q. 1027, 60 %, and Find 178, 
t.p.q. 1042, 75 % (cf. West European coins). 

Holes and loops. Nearly every third miliaresion from 
Constantine VII to Basil II (28%), is pierced, and every fifth 
pierced coin has 2 or 3 holes. Most holes are round without 
loops (59 %) or triangular without loops (15 %), cf. plate 
37b:14-15. 

A few coins have a rivet without a loop, plate 37b:13. Ot- 
hers have a plaited loop, plate 37b:12. A number of miliaresia 
have either a smooth or an ornamented loop, plate 37b:1-2,

and 3-10 respectively. The most frequent ornament on loops 
is two, three or four ridges, plate 37b:3-8. A few have more 
complicated ornaments, plate 37b:9-10, coin nos. 243 and 
348. 

It appears that miliaresia were more often used as pen- 
dants than other contemporary types of coin in the Swedish 
finds. Only 40, or 2 % of the 2132 German coins from 8 Got- 
landic hoards (CNS 1.4) are pierced, and of the 1541 English 
coins from 8 Gotlandic hoards (CNS 1.1 and 1.4) only 66 or 4 
% are pierced. The corresponding figure for Byzantine coins 
is, as just stated, 28 %. 

Uncirculated coins. Wear. There are a number of miliaresia 
which are quite undamaged. They have no notches, no pecks, 
are not bent and have no holes. Miliaresia with those features 
may be characterized as ‘uncirculated’.

The comparative material of 2132 German and 1541 Eng- 
lish coins mentioned above has only 23 and 12 uncirculated 
coins respectively, i.e. c. 1 %. Thus, Byzantine coins found in 
Sweden seem to include a large proportion of pierced coins as 
well as a comparatively large proportion of uncirculated 
coins. 

Wear belongs to the category of secondary individual data, 
but has not been noted in the catalogue of coins. Wear cannot 
be objectively measured, at least not in a practicable way 
(Malmer 1966, 41). On the other hand, the plates show that 
pierced coins are generally worn. Compare for instance no. 
66 with no. 65, no. 158 with no. 159 and no. 240 with no. 239. 
Coins found in graves are often very worn, e.g. nos. 113, 355, 
383 (Malmer 1989, 39). The occurrence of many uncirculated 
as well as many pierced and worn coins might seem contradic- 
tary but is not difficult to understand. Byzantine miliaresia 
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are large and have clearly distinguishable pictures of religious 
character, and seem to have been taken out of circulation 
more than German or English coins. Once taken out of circu- 
lation they could either be put aside (=‘uncirculated’) or be 
used as pendants (=‘worn’). 


1.2. Finds 


1.2.1. Inflow and circulation 


General aspects 


Predominance of Gotland. There are 200 Swedish finds with 
Byzantine coins including imitations: Gotland 129 finds, 
Mainland Sweden and Oland 66 finds, Sweden findspot un- 
known 5 finds, maps 1-4. The predominance of Gotland is 
even more marked in respect of the number of coins: Gotlan- 
dic finds include 84 % of all Byzantine coins found in Sweden 
(or 80 % if 123 miliaresia in Find 88, Hemse, Ocksarve, are 
excluded). The imitations, on the other hand, many of which 
belong to the Sigtuna coinage, have a somewhat different dis- 
tribution. Gotland has 20 of the 33 findspots but only 50 % 
of the coins, maps 5-6. 

Categories of finds. Five categories of finds have been dis- 
tinguished: hoards (143), graves (9), settlements (9), single 
finds (10, of which some might originate from hoards, de- 
stroyed graves or settlements), and finds where the circums- 
tances of discovery are unknown (14), table of finds, 7.2. In 
addition there are 15 finds of unknown category from uniden- 
tified locations. Gotland, despite having the majority of finds 
and coins, is underrepresented in respect of grave finds (3 of 
9) and settlement remains (2 of 9). Maps 7-8. 

Solidi, histamena and folles. The four gold coins were 
found on Gotland (2), in Skane (1), and in Halsingland in 
northern Sweden (1). The latter, a solidus struck 602-610, fits 
well chronologically with a number of Byzantine copper coins 
found in northern Sweden as well. 

There are 23 copper coins, mostly folles, of which 22 have 
identified findspots. The inflow of copper coins seems not to 
have affected Gotland. All were found on the Swedish main- 
land (21) or on Oland (1). Three are from graves (nos. 11, 14, 
610), the others are either from settlements, or were found 
singly. For some there is no information to show the nature of 
the find. The geographical and chronological distribution of 
the 23 coins reveal some interesting contrasts, cf. index 6.4 
and table 7.1.

The earliest copper coins, 6th to 9th centuries, are found in 
northern Sweden and on the island of Bjérké (Birka). Cop- 
per coins found in middle Sweden and on Oland belong to the 
10th and 11th centuries. The youngest copper coins are found 
in southern Sweden. 

Miliaresia. Only eight miliaresia found in Sweden were 
struck before 945. Three were found in graves of the 9th and 
10th centuries (finds 7, 8, 28). The others are from Gotlandic 
hoards (finds 32, 76, 88, 93, 131) with t.p.q. from 957/8 up to 
1120. 

Fig. 1.10 illustrates the chronological distribution of 377 
miliaresia struck 945-989 in Swedish finds. It is clear that By- 
zantine miliaresia appear in Swedish finds very soon after 
they were struck. A few examples:

Basil II is represented in Find 147, Skane, Stavie, Ramsa- 
kern, t.p.q. 966/7 (Islamic), ten years before the beginning 
of his reign. Most coins from this find, which was discovered 
in 1853, are dispersed including the Basil II coin. More re- 
liable are a number of finds from Gotland with t.p.q. 991: 
Find 17 (Alskog, Mallgards), Find 39 (Endre, Hulte), Find 59 
(Gerum, Hagvalds) and Find 86 (Hellvi, Vivlings), all contai- 
ning miliaresia of Basil II type G 17, struck 977-989. It ap- 
pears from fig. 1.10 that there is a lack of hoards with Basil II 
miliaresia in the 980’s. This may partly be explained by the 
fact that Swedish finds with t.p.q. in this decade are, on the 
whole, uncommon (Jonsson forthcoming). 

Once having reached Sweden, Byzantine miliaresia from 
the period 945-989 remained in circulation for a very long 
time. There are five Gotlandic hoards from the 12th century 
(t.p.q. 1101, 1110, 1120, 1120, 1140) containing miliaresia 
struck for Constantine VII (2), John I (2) and Basil II (10) 
respectively, which means a period of circulation of 150-200 
years.

Hoards on Gotland 


Geographical and chronological distribution. There are 93 
Gotlandic hoards with 460 miliaresia, four 2/3 miliaresion and 
one 1/3 miliaresion, when finds 180-88 (findspot unknown) 
are excluded. The geographical distribution of the Byzantine 
coins found on Gotland follows the general pattern of Viking- 
Age hoards, map 4. Most coins have been found in southern, 
middle-western and north-eastern Gotland with a number of 
empty parishes between those three areas. Using the same 
grouping of parishes as M.P. Malmer 1973 it appears that 51 
% of the miliaresia are found in southern Gotland, 40 % in 
middle Gotland and 9 % in northern Gotland. If the Ocks- 
arve hoard with 123 miliaresia is excluded the figure for 
middle Gotland increases to 53 %. Middle Gotland has five of 
the largest finds (with more than 10 miliaresia) and southern 
Gotland only 3. Maps 3-4, 9-10. 

Of the 65 miliaresia struck for Constantine VII 945-59 and 
found on Gotland 35 are from hoards found in southern Got- 
land and 25 from middle Gotland, but of the 146 miliaresia 
struck for Basil II 977-89 (G 17) only 35 belong to hoards 
found in southern Gotland compared to 88 in middle Got- 
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land. In the eleventh century southern Gotland is once again 
well represented thanks to the Ocksarve find. 

Using the t.p.q. of the hoards as the basis much the same 
picture appears: southern Gotland has more finds and more 
coins than middle Gotland in early (t.p.q. before 990) and 
late (t.p.q. after 1060) hoards, but in the interval between 
those hoards middle Gotland has more finds as well as more 
miliaresia. If hoards with only one miliaresion are excluded 
the pattern is unchanged. A concentration of large finds (2- 
27 miliaresia) in middle Gotland c.1030-1050 is clearly dis- 
tinguishable. 

To sum up: the geographical and chronological distribution 
of miliaresia in Gotland seem to reveal a few changes in the 
leading position of the two richest parts of the island, middle 
and southern Gotland respectively. Such changes may be due 
to the general circulation of coins on Gotland rather than to 
the inflow of Byzantine miliaresia. Northern Gotland has at 
all times a modest share of the miliaresia. 

Identical dies. For reasons stated above the identification 
of dies has been concentrated on the smaller variants of Basil 
II (81 coins) and on the miliaresia of Constantine IX (108 
coins). For the majority of miliaresia in the catalogue of coins, 
for instance Constantine VII nos. 19-96, John I nos. 129-197 
and Basil II nos. 202-326, it is only possible to offer the gene- 
ral statement that die-identical miliaresia seem to be rare, and 
that the number of dies in each type seems large. If this is so, 
most miliaresia found on Gotland must have circulated before 
arriving in the Baltic. This may also be the case regarding 
three minor variants of Basil II (G 17g, 18b, 20a). 

Other Basil [I-variants (e.g. 17c and 17d) have a high ratio 
of identical dies. These coins may have reached Gotland 
more or less directly. Die-identical or die-linked miliaresia 
are not concentrated in certain parts of Gotland, apart from 
one variant G 17d, four of which are from Othem parish, 
northern Gotland (finds nos. 124 and 128). Finds with die- 
identical miliaresia may also have a wide chronological distri- 
bution, e.g. no. 332, find 163, t.p.q. 1039, which is struck by 
the same pair of dies as no. 333, find 113, t.p.q. 1110. 

All the miliaresia of Constantine IX (1042-1055), except 
one, are from one hoard, find no. 88 from Hemse parish, 
Ocksarve, southern Gotland, t.p.q. 1120. The ID-ratios are 
very high, large module 40 % and small module 50 %. Grier- 
son does not suggest a more precise date for the variants G 7a 
and G 7b in the reign of Constantine IX. Probably most coins 
in the Ocksarve-find, perhaps all, reached Gotland soon after 
they left the mint of Constantinople. On the other hand, the 
miliaresia in the Ocksarve hoard, especially those of the large 
(and thin) module, do show traces of circulation, but to a les- 
ser extent than, for instance, the miliaresia of Basil IT. 
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Secondary treatment. Because notches in the edge (the Is- 
lamic type of incision, 10th century, fig. 1.8) occur together 
with pecks (the West European type of incision, mainly 11th 
century, fig. 1.9) incisions on Byzantine coins are not as useful 
for studying circulation as they are on German and English 
coins. Generally, incisions on Byzantine coins seem to reach 
a maximum in the second quarter of the 11th century. 


Hoards in mainland Sweden and on Oland 


For this very large territory only 27 hoards with 52 miliaresia 
are registered — the corresponding figures for Gotland are 93 
and 460 as noted above. Find 97 from Kloster, Arsta, Séder- 
manland, is the largest with 11 Basil II miliaresia. Most finds 
contain only one miliaresion. The composition of the Byzan- 
tine part of the hoards reveal some interesting differences 
that are discussed in section 1.2.2 below (region B and E). 


Imitations 


In respect of imitations mainland Sweden and Oland have a 
comparatively strong position: only 50 % of the imitations are 
found on Gotland. This is certainly due to the origin of the 
two main groups of imitations, those which can be referred to 
the mint of Sigtuna, partly by die-links, and those which seem 
to have a southern (Danish) origin. The Sigtuna-imitations 
are found in middle and northern Sweden and on Gotland but 
not in Skane or Denmark. The ‘southern’ imitations, on the 
other hand, are found in Denmark, southern Sweden, Got- 
land and in northern Sweden, but not in Sigtuna or middle 
Sweden. 


1.2.2. Finds of Byzantine coins in other countries 


Number of hoards and coins 


Byzantine coins are rare in Scandinavia outside Sweden. 
Hoards with miliaresia from Constantine VII to Basil II occur 
as follows; Norway 3 hoards, 3 coins (Skaare 1976); Denmark 
12 hoards, 19 coins (Galster 1964 and 1980); Finland 7 
hoards, 14 coins (Sarvas 1973). Estonia is comparatively rich 
in miliaresia: 21 hoards with 189 miliaresia from Constantine 
VII to Basil II of which the W6lla-hoard alone contained 136 
miliaresia (information kindly supplied by A. Molvégin 
1987). Poland has 33 hoards with 84 miliaresia excl. the 
Dzierznica hoard (Inwentarze I-IV; Reyman 1974). Five 
hoards with 5 coins are noted from the Elbe-region (Kiers- 
nowski 1964), and from the Soviet Union, excluding Estonia,

there are c. 24 hoards with c. 50 miliaresia of the types in 
question (Kropotkin 1962, Noonan 1980). A material of little 
more than 100 hoards and about 360 miliaresia spread over 
half Europe seems rather a slight basis on which to draw conc- 
lusions about inflow and circulation. The following is a preli- 
minary outline. 


Some chronological and chorological aspects 


The miliaresia have been divided chronologically into four 
periods: 945-959 (I), 963-969 (II), 969-976 (III) and 977-989 
(IV), and the hoards into two, with t.p.q. before and after 
1000. 

Geographically the hoards are divided into five regions, 
fig. 1.11. Region A: Southern Russia (‘Kiev-region’) and Po- 
land excluding Pomerania. Region B: Pomerania, Elbe re- 
gion and north-west Germany, Denmark, southern Norway 
and the south-western part of Sweden. Region C: Northern 
Russia (‘Novgorod-region’), Estonia, Latvia and Finland. 
Region D: Gotland and Oland. Region E: the rest of main- 
land Sweden and Aland. 

The geographical distribution of miliaresia in the four 
chronological periods is as follows:

It appears that most miliaresia in hoards from regions A 
and B were struck 945-969 (period I, II, III). On the other 
hand most miliaresia in hoards from region C, D and E were 
struck 977-989 (period IV). Basil II-miliaresia, especially type 
G 17, more or less dominate the northern finds of Byzantine 
coins. 

In hoards with t.p.q. before 1000, the regions are represen- 
ted as follows; region B 47 %, E 40 %, A 38 %, D 37 %,C 
19 %. 

Most early hoards are in region B and most late hoards in 
region C. Region A has a small share of the miliaresia struck 
977-989 (period IV), like region B, but a middling share of 
early hoards, 38%, like regions D — E. Region C has very 
many late hoards but a very large number of late miliaresia 
only if the exceptional Wo6lla hoard is included. Thus, the fi- 
gures seem to reveal a more complex relation than simply 
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early hoards/early miliaresia and vice versa. In region A 
(‘Kiev’ and Poland except Pomerania) there are no Basil II- 
miliaresia before 1000. They seem to have been sent further 
up to the north. In region B, C, and D Basil I-miliaresia do 
appear from 991 onwards, but more frequently only in region 
Cand D. In region E (middle and northern Sweden) there are 
no Basil II-miliaresia before 1006 (Find 120), but after that 
they become comparatively frequent. Perhaps the shortage of 
Basil II-miliaresia in the southern and western regions A and 
B, and the corresponding surplus in the northern and eastern 
regions C, D, E, even in hoards before 1000, may have some 
connection with the frequent clipping of Basil II miliaresia, 
type G 17. 


Summing up 


Problems connected with the circulation of Byzantine coins in 
Kievan Rus, in the Novgorod region and in medieval Poland 
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and Polabia, have been discussed among others by R. Kiers 
nowski 1960, V. Kropotkin 1962, and more recently by Tho 
mas S. Noonan in two comprehensive papers (1980 and in the 
press). Noonan notes, for instance, the strong position 0 
Constantine VII and John I in Polish hoards and presents ¢ 
number of interesting conclusions concerning the export o: 
Byzantine coins to the north. The role of the Varangians ir 
the import of Byzantine coins into Scandinavia has been dis. 
cussed, among others by C. Morrisson (1981). The first occu: 
rence of Byzantine miliaresia in Scandinavian finds comparec 
to early Polish and Russian finds has been considered by the 
present writer (Malmer forthcoming). It is to be hoped that < 
closer evaluation of the following catalogues may help in refi- 
ning answers to such questions as ‘why’ and ‘how’ Byzantine 
coins were exported to the Baltic and Scandinavia. The thirc 
question, ‘when’, seems the least problematic, thanks to the 
large number of Swedish and, especially, Gotlandic hoards 
from the Viking period which are the subject of the CNS re- 
search project. 


2. EXPLANATORY NOTES 


2.1. Catalogue of coins 


The coins are classified according to Bellinger 1966, Grierson 
1968 and Grierson 1973 (G). Within the variants of types the 
coins are arranged according to weight (e.g. Basil II, variant 
Grierson 17a) but die-identical specimens are, naturally, kept 
together, if possible. The coins are described according to the 
CNS-standard (cf. the CNS-series, Explanatory notes). The 
metal is silver unless otherwise stated. 

A number of Byzantine coins found in Sweden have been 
published earlier in the CNS series. When figures given in 
cols. 1-6 differ from those published earlier the difference is 
due to improved measurement. 

Additional coins: seven additional miliaresia (nos. 100a, 
15la, 128a, 308a, 380a, 392a, 439a) and one follis (111a) are 
generally not included in the figures and tables. Two miliare- 
sia in find 82, previously registered as unspecified, were later 
identified as John I (151a) and Basil IT (308a). Additional imi- 
tations are included in the figures and tables (nos. 1013a, 
1028a, 1051a). 

Column 3 (die axis). The die axis has been measured in 45° 
intervals. Instead of ‘ir’ the nearest 45° is given. In Constan- 
tine IX, large module, c. 1/3 of the coins have their die axis 
nearly exactly between 135° and 180°. The same phenomenon 
occurs in Constantine IX, small module, but less frequently. 
This type of irregular die axis has been noted as 180°. Die axis 
of Byzantine imitations is indicated by 0°, 90°, 180°, 270° and 
‘Ww. 

Column 4 (cut and fragmentary coins). Many coins, espe- 
cially during Basil II, are clipped all round the edge of the 
coin, cf. section 1.1.2. Some coins, especially Constantine IX, 
have a big triangular cut along the edge, e.g. nos. 550, 557. 
This phenomenon is indicated by e (edge) but is a type of 
‘notch’. 

Column 5 (coins with incisions). Problems concerning the 
recording of incisions, especially ‘notches’, are discussed in 
section 1.1.2. 

Column 6 (cracked and bent coins, coins with holes and 
loops). A number of Byzantine miliaresia seem to have been 
flattened but seldom to the degree indicated by (0) or (1) in 
the CNS-series, Explanatory notes. 


Holes and loops are schematically described according to 
the CNS standard (plate 37b:11~15) but their actual shape can 
be seen in the plates. Holes other than round are indicated by 
a triangle. The main variants of smooth and ornamented 
loops are illustrated in plate 37b:1-10. 

Holes caused by corrosion are not registered, with certain 
exceptions for Constantine IX, cf. section 1.1.2. 


2.2. Catalogue of finds 


In the catalogue the finds are arranged by parish in alphabeti- 
cal order. The alphabetical order is international which means 
that Swedish A = AA, A = AE, O = OE. Cf. Indexes, sec- 
tion 6.1-4. 

Two additional finds, 100a, 107b, are generally not inclu- 
ded in the figures and tables. 

There are five categories of finds: hoards, grave finds, sett- 
lement remains, single finds, and unknown. In the four latter 
categories the year of t.p.q. is put in brackets to emphasize 
the difficulty of dating such finds. There is a short comment 
on the circumstances of discovery when those are especially 
interesting or important for estimating when the find was de- 
posited. 

The number of coins in the finds are co-ordinated with the 
figures in Kenneth Jonsson, Finds of Viking-Age Coins in 
Sweden (J). The present volume (Comm. NS 2) was planned 
independently in 1986, Jonsson’s (Comm. NS 4) in 1988, 
which means some small differences, especially concerning 
the number of Byzantine imitations. In the present volume 
the number of Byzantine imitations are given separately and 
in one figure, but Jonsson distributes them on three groups: 
‘Swedish’ (Byzantine imitations die-linked to Sigtuna), ‘Scan- 
dinavian’ (probably South-scandinavian Byzantine imita- 
tions), and ‘Byzantine imitations’ (a few odd, probably not 
Scandinavian imitations). Another difference concerns the 
number of Islamic (Arabic) coins. In the present volume offi- 
cial Volga Bulgarian coins are distinguished from the group 
of Islamic coins. 

‘Other objects’ include blank flans. 
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2.3. Miscellaneous 


Bibliography and references 


Numbers following abbreviated titles, e.g. GH 133, refer to 
finds; other references are to pages, unless otherwise indica- 
ted. 


Indexes 


Index 6.1 lists the finds according to provinces in alphabeti- 
cal/chronological order. Index 6.2 lists the finds according to 
findspots in alphabetical order. Index 6.3 presents the finds 
according to museum/collection and inventory numbers. In- 
dex 6.4 is arranged in chronological order, beginning with find 
142, category of find unknown, t.p.q. (593/4), and ending 
with find 1, a hoard, t.p.q. 12th century.

There are two tabular summaries, table 7.1, Rulers, denomi- 
nations, and number of coins, and table 7.2, Finds, collec- 
tions, metal, and number of coins.

The scale of the coins is normally 1:1, but it has not alway 
been possible to reproduce photos of coins in private posses 
sion exactly in that scale. If the size of a photo differs fron 
the figure of diameter given in column 2 in the catalogue o 
coins the latter figure is correct.
